GRAND JURY SUMMONS LARGE 
CORPS OF WIT­ 
NESSES 
Joliet, 111., May l l . — (UP)— The 
part that Nathan Leopold may have 
had In the spectacular escape of sev­ 
en convicts from the Illinois state 
penitentiary here Is to be revealed 
before the county grand jury. 
One of the prison keepers, per­ 
haps several of them, Is to go before 
the Jury and tell of 
conditions 
in 
the penitentiary, which made it pos­ 
sible for seven desperate criminals 
to gain access to the chief deputy 
warden’s office at the 
same 
time 
while ho was alone. 
The keeper 
also will tell of Leopold’s activities 
in the prison, where ho Is serving a 
life sentence for the thrill murder 
of Bobby Franks. 
Leopold himself may be called as a 
witness either today or some time 
before the grand Jury probe is eon- 
chided, 
State’s Attorney 
Hjalniar 
Rehn indicated. 
The youthful millionaire 
college 
graduate, central figure Iii one of the 
most amazing murder cases on rec­ 
ord, is suspected by prison keepers of 
plotting the daring Jail break. 
Leo­ 
pold, they pointed out, was In charge 
of supplies hi the prison shoe shop. 
Among other tools In his 
keeping 
were a supply of knives used in the 
cutting of leather and two of those 
knives are missing. 
It was with one of the

stabbed Deputy Warden Peter Klein 
to death. 
Leopold, according to tills theory 
of the jail break, not only furnished 
the Implements of death but plotted 
the escape. 
He bad planned to participate n 
the dash to freedom, his keepers be­ 
lieve, but backed out at. the last mo­ 
ment when the other convicts went 
too far in actually killing the ward­ 
en. 
The young college 
graduate, 
a 
brilliant law student, realized 
the 
danger Involved if he were to escape 
with the others and be captured. He 
would be field guilty for the deputy 
warden's murder. 
Reports that Leopold hmself would 
be a witness before the grand Jury 
were given added weight when 
it 
was learned the youthful thrill slay­ 
er had denied any part In the jail 
break and was anxious to testify in 
his own defense.

Mr. Anderson who filed the peti­ 
tions, there being six different peti­ 
tions in all but all being placed in 
as one stated to the Dispatch today: 
"There are about 1,250 named on the 
petition. 
Those who received tho 
names on the petition were paid to 
do so by certain business men In 
the city. 
Regarding candidates for 
the office of mayor, we have names 
of those who would like to run. The 
business men interested will do tho 
choosing of the candidate.” 
Under the provisions of the city 
charter, the present mayor becomes 
a candidate for re-election unless he 
expressly states otherwise, and any 
other candidates for the office will 
be required to file as in the case of 
a regular election of a mayor. 
The charter also provides that the 
election, upon filing of a petition, lf 
such petition is found to be in ac­ 
cord with the charter, must be held 
yrtthtn a period of time not less than 
30 days, nor more than 40 days from 
the time of filing the petition.

SCOTTY’S PLAN 


M a n y boys leave school not only undecided as to what their 
life work shall be, indeed not knowing for what they are best 
cuialified temperamentally as well as intellectually, but quite un­ 
trained for any means of earning their living. 
Such boys drift 
into the easiest work available, shift positions in a futile search 
for more congenial and better paid work, and too often end by 
swelling the great ranks of unskilled labor. A lifetime of unrest j 
and dissatisfaction lies ahead of them, when vocational training 
might easily have made them happy, useful and prosperous citi­ 
zens. 
Leaders of the Boy Scouts of America, realizing this situa­ 
tion confronting millions of boys, have tried to improve it by offer­ 
ing an opportunity to secure vocational training in a variety of> 
occupations through the merit badge system. Over seventy sub-1 
jects are covered, including practical activities such as plumbing,) 
printing, carpentry, and dairying and inspirational and generally 
educational work like music, art, astronomy, etc. 
The plan is in 
charge of an expert Committee on Badges, Awards and Scout Re­ 
quirements, which has charge of the addition of new subjects to 
the list, the nature of the instruction to be given, and the many 
other requirements that come up in a large organization like the 
Boy Scouts of America. A pamphlet is published for each merit 
badge activity, prepared by an authority, and the whole forms 
perhaps the most complete vocational library in existence at so 
modest a cost. 
No attempt is made to give the boy exhaustive instruction 
in a subject. But enough is taught to encourage him to follow the 
vocation further, if his natural inclination lies in that direction, 
and he has an opportunity to try a number of activities to find 
where his real abilities lie. 
The merit badge plan differs from 
ordinary instruction, in that the emphasis is on doing, not text 
book knowledge. 
The Boy Scout Committee added last year three new pam­ 
phlets to their list, textiles, foundry practice and insect life. 
Re­ 
quirements for a new merit badge in reptiles have just been ap­ 
proved and merit badges in canoeing, public speaking, journalism 
and meteorology will soon be added to the list.
